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What is Fentanyl?
. Fentanylis a synthetic opioid approved for treating severe pain, such as
advanced cancer pain. It is 50-100 times more potent than morphine.

« Although prescription rates have fallen, overdoses associated with fentanyl
have risen dramatically.

. Fentanylis often mixed with other substances, such as heroin or cocaine, with
or without user knowledge.

Call 911 Use a Buddy System

When using drugs, it is best to be
with someone in case of an over-
dose. Always make sure each per-
son has naloxone, and fentanyl
test strips if possible.

If an overdose occurs, call 911.
First responders carry naloxone on
them, and The Good Samaritan Law
will protect you from arrest for
possession of drugs.
